Silvawa the September 1967 

No. ADM/EST/ NSR/168T .- — In exercise of the 
powers conferred upon him under Rule 6(b) of the 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli recruitment Rules for Class III 
and IV services in the administration of the Union Terri- 
tory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli, the Administrator, 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli hereby makes the following 
rules. 

1. (a) These rules may be called the Subordinate Ser- 
vice Departmental Examination Rules, 1967. 

(b) They shall come into force on the first day of 
October 1967. 

(c) These rules shall apply to the Subordinate Services 
of the Administration of the Union Territory of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli and all the persons in Subordinate Ser- 
vice shall be required to pass S.S.D. Examination unless 
otherwise exempted as per these rules. 

EXPLANATION 

The term ‘subordinate service’ will include all the 
Class I1T (Clerical and A.K.’s cadre). Servants of the 
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Administration but does not include drivers and other 
categories of staff who are required to under go specific 
training for eligibility for appointment in their respec- 
tive posts/cadre. 

2. (a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the 
Union Territory of Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 

(b) “Administration” means the Administration of the 
UnioD Territory of Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 

(c) “Collector” means the Collector of Dadra & 
Nagar Haveli. 

(d) "Cadre" will have the same meaning an defined 
in F.Rs. and S.Rs. 

(c) “Schedule Castes'' and “Schedule Tribes” will 
have the same meaning as stated in clauses 24 and 25 
of article 366 of the Constitution of India, 

(1) “Service” means any service under the Adminis- 
tration of the Union Territory of Dadra & Nagar 
Haveli. 

3. The S.S.D. Examination will be held twice a year 
in the month of January and July by the Collector. 

4. (a) The candidates rccru’ted before 1-7-66 will be 
required to pass the examination within a period of 3 
years from the date of issue of these rules. They will 
not be allowed, more than three attempts. 

(b) A candidate recruited on or before 1-7-66 will be 
required to pass the examination within a period of three 
years, from the date of joining service, no such candi- 
date will be allowed more than three attempts. 

PROVISO 

Persons belonging to Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tnbe will, however be given an additional chance and 
one more year to pass the examination. 

5. (a) No candidate shall be promoted to a higher 
post unless he has passed the S.S.D, examination 
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(b) The persons recruited prior to 1-7-66 and pro- 
moted as Aval Karkun, Senior Clerk etc. will be revert- 
ed on their failure to pass the examination within the 
prescribed attempts and time limit or as and when suitable 
candidate who have passed the S.S.D. examination, are 
available. 

(c) The services of the persons recruited after 1-7-66 
will be terminated on failure to pass the examination 
within the prescribed attempts and time limit, 

6. Name and particulars of a candidate who wishes 
to appear in the S.S.D, examination will be forwarded 
to the Secretary to the Administrator by the Heads of 
offices under whom these candidates may be working, be- 
fore such date as may be fixed by the Collector for that 
purpose.

7. If the Collector decides to change the month in 
which the S.S.D. examination is to be held, he will com- 
municate his decision to the Secretary to ihe Administra- 
tor and also specify the last date by which the names of 
the candidate should be sent to him. 

8. The syllabus of the S.S.D, examination will be as 
given in Annexure — I to these rules, 

9. (a) The standard for passing will be 50% of the 
total number of marks obtained in all the papers irres- 
pective of the fact whether they are answered with or 
without the help of books and 40% in each individual 
paper. 

(b) Those candidates who fail in 'he examination but 
secure 50% or more marks in one or more papers may 
be exempted from appearing in those papers at the sub- 
sequent examination. 

(c) A candidate who appears for all the papers at 
one and the same examination but fails to obtain in one 
paper alone the minimum number of marks prescribed 
for passing should be allowed condonation of the detfi- 
ciency in that paper provided he secures 35% marks in 
that paper. 

10. The Collector will decide all matters relating to 
the appointment of examiners and the conduct of exami- 
nation, 

11. The question papers will be set in English and 
will be ■ eplied in English or Gujarati or Marathi. 

12. The result of the examination will be declared by 
the Collector and will also be communicated to the Cent- 
ral Government and shall be published on the notice 
board; of the Collector and Heads of offices, 

13. The persons who have attained 40 years of age on 
or after the coming in to force of Ihese ndes may be 
exempted from passing this examination by the Adminis- 
trator. 

14. Tire Collector subject to the prior approval of tho 
Administrator may exempt personnel of technical de- 
partmental and personnel belonging to non-ministerial 
service/ cadre from passing the S.S.D. examination,
